By noon Monday Ikeda’s Liberal- 
Democratic Party had won 258 
seats, for an absolute majority in 
the House of 467 members.

WASHINGTON — Civil Defense 
officials here hope President-elect 
John F. Kennedy will put muscle 
into the heme-front’s capacity to 
survive—and thus help to deter— 
a massive nuclear attack.

The suggested measures in- 
clude a constitutional amendment 
to permit the temporary emer- 
gency succession of previously 
designated federal legislators to 
the Congress to replace members 
who become casualties in the 
event of atomic attack. 


Other OCDM proposals would 
enable the federal government to: 

1. Acquire, process, distribute 
and store in protected dumps 
enough food rations to feed 100,- 
000,000 Americans for 30 days fol- 
lowing an atomic attack. Esti- 
mated eventual cost, spread over 
five years: $1,300,000,000. 
RATIONING PROVIDED 

2. Establish standby power to 
ration consumer goods and allo- 
cate resources. 

3. Order, rather than merely 
recommend, incorporation of fall- 
out shelters in all new or existing 
federal buildings. 

4. Build relocation facilities, for 
use in the event of nuclear attack, 
for regional as well as Washing- 
ton offices of the federal agencies. 

5. Permit the Veterans Admin- 
istration and federal housing 
agencies to include shelters in 
their loans and grants-in-aid pro- 
grams. 

6. Grant tax concessions for in- 
plant shelters built by private in- 
dustrial concerns.

Legislative Forums 
Prove Most Helpful 


The series of pre-legislative confer- 
ences sponsored by the Georgia State De- 
partment of Commerce over the state 
have served a most useful purpose. Citi- 
zens have expressed themselves freely and 
Sen. Carl Sanders and Rep. Frank Twitty 
have given them some idea of what to ex- 
pect in the January session. 

No. 1 question in the public mind 
everywhere, of course, is the future of the 
schools. On this score the people have 
been reassured by both legislative leaders 
that the Assembly will take whatever ac- 
tion is necessary to keep the schools open. 
But nothing apparently will be done at 
the regular session. 

Sen. Sanders expressed the belief that 
“Georgia will not have the confusion and 
chaos that have been prophesied by some 
around the state.” We hope he is right. 

But we are gravely disturbed by the 
risk of inaction, and again urge the Legis- 
lature to adopt the Sibley Commission 
recommendations now. 

Assurances on the school issue 
brought one prompt reaction. Walter 
Cates, executive vice president of the 
state chamber, says it removes a great 
barrier to getting new industry in Geor- 
gia. 

Other predictions from Twitty and 
Sanders included action in fields which 
badly demand attention, to wit: 


1. Legislation looking toward tax equali- 
zation in the state. 

2. Abolition of the fee system in pay- 
ing sheriffs’ salaries. 

3. Legislation to clarify election laws. 
Sen. Sanders favors putting presidential can- 
didates’ names on ballots and a petition for 
independents. 

4. Legislation to enable the state to meet 
its part of financing medical care for the

= 5. Additional funds for the mental health 
am. 

6. Passage of a tighter automobile title 
law which Rep. Twitty said is needed so that 
Georgia wil] not remain the “dumping 
ground for stolen cars.” 

7. School funds and teacher pay raises. 


These all are areas in which construc- 
tive legislation can be achieved.

It appears that for the first time since 
early in the Griffin administration there 
will be an appropriations bill. This was 
made possible by—passage-of Amendment 
No. 1. A legislative review of state spend- 
ing will be a healthy thing. 

Apparently no tax increases are being 
considered at this time but a proposal will 
come up for a 75 to 100 million-dollar 
bond issue for road maintenance. This 
should be given careful thought for its 
effect upon the state’s future financial po- 
sition. The amounts being mentioned 
sound excessive to us. 

As for tax equalization, this question 
is basic to the long-range solution of local 
and state financial problems and to as- 
sure economic health. The General As-~- 
sembly at last appears to be in more of 
a mood to recognize that fact. 

In the school crisis we trust that all 
General Assembly members share with 
these legislative leaders the determination 
that Atlanta and Georgia will be spared 
the turmoil that is New Orleans today. 
It need not happen here.

State School Supt. Claude -Purcell’s 
suggestion that two trade schools be built 
in the Atlanta area deserves full consid- 
eration. 

With continued industrial expansion, 
there is a growing demand for more 
trained personnel.

Population has increased; but it has sunk below the national aver- 
age. When we gain a half million, Florida gains two million. Young 
Georgians leave because we fail to create jobs for them. 

Georgia has gained factories since 1956 but not enough to offset 
the jobs lost in other manufacturing such as textiles. The state has 
fewer men working in factories now than it had four years ago. 
Many of the new factories are the wrong kind. Synthetic fiber plants, 
electronic and instrument plants have moved into neighboring states; 
some stuff imported into Georgia in the past and described as 
“industry” has been the transient stand of a backroom operator who 
came to wring cheap goods out of sweated labor. You may name many 
good ones for every bad one. But we don’t need the bad ones. 

We need more of the sturdy, high wage industries—electronics, 
metalworking, plastics, chemicals. Forty years ago half of our work- 
ers worked on farms. The farms have jobs now for only 10 per cent 
of us. And the factories have not come to create enough jobs to take 
up the slack. We must bring them. How?

The Georgia Tech Engineering Experiment Station suggests a 
start with stronger promotion, deep research into our potentials, and 
an industrial extension service—working with, not against, the agricul-

It May Be Adlai 
Will Go to U.N. 


WASHINGTON—A creeping crisis now erod- 
ing. the dual foundation stones of American for- 
the United Nations and the North 


eign policy, 


Atlantic Treaty Organization, coldly confronts the incoming Ken- 
nedy administration. So delicate, so severe and so potential with dis- 
aster are these twin problems that an extraordinary prospect is now 


raised. 
This is that the 


post of chief American representative to the 


United Nations, whatever its past importance, will now become hardly 
less significant than the job of secretary of state itself. 


The United States is alienating 
some of its oldest allies, notably 
Belgium and France, by taking 
at the United Nations an “‘‘anti- 
colonial” position against their 
vital interests in Africa. Already 
there are heavy strains on the 
unity of the heretofore dominant 
Western bloc in the United Na- 
tions. 

Belgium, tragically buffeted in 
the Congo, now openly speaks of 
a possible withdrawal from the 
United Nations. France, now in 
the seventh year of her agony in 
rebellious Algeria, is bitterly hurt 
with us. 

Worst of all. NATO itself, the 
West’s basic military alliance, is 
reeling under all these shocks, no 
matter how many reassuring 
words are publicly uttered 

Kennedy’s policies, meanwhile, 
are likely to be even more ‘‘anti- 
colonial” than those of the Ejisen- 
hower administration. 

The long and short of it is that 
rarely has any diplomatic assign- 
ment imposed so subtle and mean- 
ingful burden upon its holder. He 
will need the greatest possible 
skill, the greatest possible human 
tact and human acceptability, to 
be able to say “‘no” to our allies 
with the least possible damage to 
the alliance itself.

Thus, President-elect Kennedy's 
selection of his ambassador to the 
United Nations will be one of the 
most difficult choices he must 
make, This is the more so be- 
cause those who know the Presi- 
dent-elect believe that in the rea] 
sense he will be his own secretary 
of state anyhow. 

The new chief delegate to the 
United Nations, on the contrary, 
may often be pretty much on his 
own. He will be removed from the 
White House both by distance and 
by the requirement sometimes to 
act in a quick, ad-lib way in a 
forum where faster and faster de- 
cisions are becoming more and 
more necessary. 

These are among the reasons 
why there is a fairly strong be- 
lief here now that Adlai Steven- 
son will wind up in the U.N. post.

observation: 

“This Grand Jury, interested in 
the welfare and development of 
our entire state, believes that se- 
rious thought should be generat- 
ed in a program to consolidate 
counties throughout the state.
